E was King of the T hebans, to whom 
jrepiter gave Harmonia to wife, who 
was the daughtcr of Mars and Venus, 
the chief gods were preſent at the wed- 
ding, and gave ſcverall gifts : This Cadmus was {ent 
by his father to ſeek out his ſiſter Faropa, whom 
when he could not finde, and not daring without 
her to return home, built Thebes,and kill'd a Dragon 
which kept a Well, the teeth of which he ſowed, 
and of them were begot armed men, who by means 
of a {tone which Cade flung among them, fell to 
quarreiling, and Kill'd each othcr ; afterward he was 
turned unto a Dragon, and by Zpirer was ſent unto 
the Elyſtan hclds.

worlſe then kunger ; but ſee him{clt {peaking exccl- 
lently to this purpoſe ; thertore they bad no reaton to 
railat Fortune when ſhe croſſed them ; tor to a good 
man all things fall out for the belt; yet in good ſence 
Gods providence may be called blinde, as ]uitice 1s 
blinde ; for it re{peRteth not the excellenctc of one 
creature above another,but Gods gonerall providence 
extendeth it {elf toall alike, tothe worme as well as 
the Angel;for as all things arc ecuzlly ſubject to God 
In teſped of caſuzlitie, fo arc they to his providence;
